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£400 MIUJON FOR ESIKVES 


A massive regeneration 
scheme for eight of 
Hackney's housing 
estates is now taking shape. 

A partnership has been 
appointed to regenerate 
1 ,234 homes and improve 
community facilities as part of 
the Council's £400 million 
Estate Renewal Programme. 

The estates which will be 
transformed by the 
redevelopment are Colville, 
Kings Crescent, Alexandra 
National House, Tower Court, 
Bridge House, Marian Court, 
Rendlesham House and 
Ottaway Court. 

The partnership, called 
Metropolitan Community 
Futures, combines the 
resources and expertise of the 
Metropolitan Housing Trust, 
Community Housing Group 
and Durkan Estates. 

"This is great news for one 
of Hackney's major 


regeneration schemes," said 
Cl Ir Jamie Carswell, Deputy 
Mayor of Hackney. 

"The Estate Renewal 
Programme is set to help 
improve the quality of life of 
thousands of Hackney 
residents, and we warmly 
welcome Metropolitan 
Community Futures on 
board," he added. 

The programme is set to 
increase the amount of 
affordable housing on estates 
by offering local people, low 
cost home ownership 
opportunities, as well as 
improving their quality of life 
and tackling social exclusion. 

Over a period of five to 
eight years, homes will either 
be redeveloped or 
refurbished. 

The full consultation and 
involvement of people living 
on the eight estates has been, 
and will continue to be, vital. 


A Resident's Charter has 
been drawn up to ensure 
Metropolitan Community 
Futures is accountable to 
residents, and that the design 
and future management of 
estates is shaped around local 
communities' needs. 

All affordable homes will 
be built to Lifetime Homes 
standards, so they can be 
adapted to meet people's 
changing needs throughout 
their lives, with many being 
wheelchair accessible. 

A third of the newly-created 
affordable, family-sized 
homes will have three or 
more bedrooms. 

New homes will also be 
built to achieve a 'Very Good' 
Eco Homes rating and 
methods of renewable energy 
generation should lead to a 
20 per cent reduction of 
carbon emissions from the 
buildings, exceeding the 


toughest targets currently set 
by the Mayor of London. 

A total of £900,000 will be 
invested in community 
development activities during 
a six year programme of 


regeneration, including 
initiatives to help residents 
access employment and 
training.

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C riminals be warned - 
someone is watching 
you while you are on 
Hackney's streets. 

Over 800 people have 
been arrested in the past year 
thanks to one of the most 
sophisticated CCTV systems 
in the country, according to 
the latest Met police figures. 

Staff at the Council's CCTV 
unit alerted police to 
incidents including 
robberies, drug dealing, 
drink driving and violent 
assaults. 

The actions of the CCTV 
team also led to the seizure 
of drugs and weapons, plus 
the recovery of lost or stolen 
goods, including vehicles. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
"CCTV cameras are installed 
in Hackney to protect our 


residents, visitors and people 
who work in the borough. 
They have played a 
significant role in reducing 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

"Working with the police 
and other partners has 
resulted in us being the best 
borough for crime reduction 
within the Met for the past 
two years." 

The Council's CCTV unit is 
based in Stoke Newington. 
Police-vetted staff, monitor 
the borough's 1 30 plus 
cameras, 24 hours a day. 
These images are shared 
with the Hackney police 
control room. 

Chief Superintendent 
Steve Dann, Borough 
Commander, said: "The 
Council's CCTV unit has 
been a great success; not 
only does it help us identify 


offenders and secure 
convictions, it also serves as 
a deterrent to the small 
minority of individuals who 
engage in criminality. 

"A combination of state-of- 
the-art technology and a 
great col laborative effort with 
our colleagues at the 
Council, means residents 
can feel confident the streets 
of Hackney are getting safer." 

Hackney's CCTV Service 
works in partnership with the 
Metropolitan Police Service, 
Mare Street Business Watch, 
Shoreditch Night Owl 
Watch, Amhurst Park Action 
Group, Homerton University 
Hospital and Dalston Radios 
Against Crime (DRAC), 
enabling partners to share 
up-to-the-minute 
information.

L ocal young people flew 
the flag for London 
when they welcomed 
Beijing schoolchildren to 
Hackney to learn more 
about the 201 2 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 

Students and teachers 
from Our Lady's Convent 
High School, Stamford Hill, 
joined them on a tour of the 
Games site this month, 
where they saw first hand, 
the work so far. 

The 12 students and five 
teachers learnt about the 
different Olympic venues 
being built in the borough 
and the long-term benefits 
of the Games for Hackney. 

The group from Beijing 
Academy of Educational 
Sciences Secondary Pilot 
School also visited the 
Town Hall's historic 
Council Chambers, where 
they quizzed Cl I r Guy 
Nicholson, Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration 
and the 2012 Olympic & 
Paralympic Games. 

London becomes the 
official host city when the 
Olympic Flag is handed 
over at the closing 
ceremony of the 2008 
Beijing Games. 


Students from the two 
schools have been working 
on a joint project looking at 
the impact of the Games on 
both Beijing and London. 

Youngsters researched 
how they could inspire 
more people to become 
active, and looked at the 
regeneration of an area 
with new homes, improved 
transport, the creation of 
more jobs, businesses and 
tourism opportunities. 

The project also aims to 
raise awareness of different 
cultural backgrounds, 
promote global citizenship, 
and extend the students' 
knowledge of each other's 
countries. 

Twelve-year-old Sabrina, 
from Our Lady's Convent 
High School, said: "A lot of 
work has to be done to 
make the Olympics 
happen, but I'm sure it will 
bring pride and joy to 
London. I've learnt a lot 
about the progress they've 
made in Beijing and if we 
continue to build at the rate 
we are in London it will be 
a big success. 

"Working with the 
students in Beijing and 
learning Mandarin at 
school has been really 


good, but actually getting 
to meet them in person has 
been great." 

Cl I r Nicholson said: "The 
Council is putting our 
schools at the heart of the 
201 2 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games by 
working with them to 
ensure young people in our 
borough get the full benefit 
of what they can bring. 

"It is a fantastic 
opportunity for students 
from Hackney and Beijing 
to be able to meet, share 
their experiences and learn 
more about how living in a 
host city affects them 
before, during and after the 
Games.

Uhs first ever anti- 

piracy posters 


A major initiative aimed 
at reducing the sale of 
pirate DVDs has been 
launched in Hackney. 

Posters adorned with the 
faces of seven men and 
women arrested for selling 
counterfeit DVDs outside 
Tesco have been displayed 
around the scene of their 
crime. 

The radical move is 
believed to be the first of its 
kind in the UK. 

The posters warn that the 
gang all received 1 0 year 
Anti Social Behaviour Orders 
(ASBOs) and five month 
suspended prison sentences 
for selling pirate DVDs in the 
borough. 

They also help to identify 
the touts, who are now 
banned from central 
Hackney for ten years under 
the ASBOs. 


Leaflets and smaller 
posters have also been 
distributed to local 
businesses. 

The illegal street sellers 
were picked up in raids on 
the superstore's car park in 
Morning Lane, E9, in 
February. 

Over 1 ,000 bootleg flicks 
were seized, including 
hard-core pornography and 
hit Hollywood movies that 
had yet to be released on 
DVD. 

Inspector Richard Munns 
of Hackney's Safer 
Neighbourhood Team said: 
"Criminality and anti-social 
behaviour, in all its guises, 
is not tolerated on the 
streets of Hackney. 

"The tough sentences 
imposed by courts and this 
new poster campaign will 
reassure law-abiding 


residents that the police 
and our partners are doing 
everything in their power to 
keep Hackney's streets safe 
and free of criminality." 

The operation was a joint 
effort by Hackney police, 
the Council, Tesco and the 
Federation Against 
Copyright Theft (FACT). 

It was deemed such a 
success, that FACT 
presented commendations 
to all the agencies involved 
at a ceremony in Hackney 
Town Hall on April 1 8, to 
thank them for their work in 
fighting film piracy. 

FACT also presented a 
cheque for £500 to St 
Joseph's Hospice, a charity 
nominated by Hackney 
police. 

Kieron Sharp, Director 
General of FACT, said: "This 
operation showed the 


benefits of adopting a 
multi-agency approach to 
tackling the problem of film 
piracy. I would like to thank 
everyone for their efforts 
and know they will 
continue to work to keep 
this problem off the streets 
of Hackney." 

Councillor Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, added: "It 
is important residents 
realise the connection 
between buying a 
counterfeit DVD and giving 
money to organised crime. 

"Piracy an illegal activity 
that is taken very seriously 
and carries a maximum 
prison sentence of 1 0 years. 
The posters should be seen 
as a reminder of that."

A N important debate 
about the future of 
children in care was 
showcased in Hackney. 

Mil Ifields Community 
School was chosen as the 
venue to launch a response 
to a Government report, 
which examines ways of 
improving the care system. 

Beverley Hughes, 
Minister for Children, 

Young People and Families, 
chaired the event, which 
was attended by children 
from Hackney and around 
the country, who had been 
in care. 

They made vital 
contributions to the 
Government Green Paper, 
'Care Matters: Transforming 
the Lives of Children and 
Young People in Care', 
published last October. 

Responses from the 
1 2,000 young people 
consulted, showed 
children accepted there 
was a need to go into care 
when it was in their best 
interests. 

But they also thought 
families should be given a 
chance to suggest other 
ways of looking after young 
people before that 
happened. 

There was agreement on 
other ideas such as: local 
authorities creating 
'children in care councils' 
to tap into young people's 
views; higher education 
bursaries and having the 
choice to leave care 
between the ages of 1 6 and 
21 . 

During the event, one 
child read a moving poem 


describing his disruptive 
home life, which led to him 
entering the care system, 
where he found hope. 

Ms Hughes said: "We 
chose to launch the 
publication of the 
responses at Mil Ifields 
Community School, as it is 
leading the way in 
understanding and putting 
into practice what support 
for families really means 


and what schools can do to 
help this." 

She added: "Getting 
things right for children 
and young people in care 
remains one of our top 
priorities." 

Social services 
professionals and 
representatives from the 
Council, Learning Trust and 
Department for Education 
and Skills also attended the 


launch on 1 7 April. 

Cabinet Member for 
Children's Services, Cl I r 
Rita Krishna added: "Too 
much 'corporate' and not 
enough 'parenting', was 
one of the salient 
comments made by young 
people in response to this 
consultation. 

"Local authorities 
nationwide and especially 
elected members, need to 


do more to embrace the 
human reality of young 
people in care. 

"They are our children 
and we will make sure that 
all the key messages from 
Care Matters, especially 
those proposed by the 
young people themselves, 
become a reality in 
Hackney."

Freecycle arrived in 
Hackney in 2006. Since 
then, the amount of 
messages posted has 
increased steadily, as well 
as the number of residents 
signing up to become 
members.

THE amount of people 
recycling in Hackney is 
increasing and residents 
can help collection 
crews cope with this 
higher demand, by 
separating items in their 
Green Box. 

If you bag your plastic 


bottles and cardboard 
together, the crews will 
be able to sort materials 
quickly and easily. 

Since borough-wide 
compulsory recycling 
was introduced in March 
alongside plastic bottle 
collections, the amount 


of waste being recycled 
in Hackney has soared. 

A split collection 
service is being used, 
with one vehicle picking 
up the majority of items 
and a second vehicle 
collecting only plastic 
bottles, cardboard and 
kitchen waste. 

If residents place a bag 
of plastic bottles and 
cardboard outside, next 
to their Green Box, 
collection crews can 
literally just grab and go. 

All plastic bags used 
for this purpose will be 
recycled. Remember to 
remove lids, wash and 
squash bottles to save 
space. 

By doing this, you'll 
help improve the overall 
service you receive, as 
the crews will be able to 
sort with ease, and 
complete rounds quickly 
and efficiently. 

Alternatively, if you 
have large amounts of 
plastic bottles to dispose 
of, you can order another 
Green Box by phoning 
the recycling hotline, or 
use another container.

Q: I've been 
putting drink 
cartons andTetra 
I Paks in my Green 
Box. They used to 
be collected by the 
recycling crew, but 
they aren't any 
I more. Why? 

A: Drink cartons are one of 
the most difficult products to 
recycle, as they are made 
from up to seven materials, 
including aluminium, 
plastic and card. All of these 
materials must be separated 
prior to them being 
recycled. 

Reputable reprocessing 
facilities for cartons have 
been limited, therefore the 
Council has not been able 
to recycle them. If your 
cartons were collected in 
the past, it is likely they 
were just hidden amongst 
other cardboard. 

A new nationwide carton 
recycling service was 
launched in February 
however, by Recresco Ltd, 
in partnership with Tetra 
Pak. Specially designed 
recycling banks are used to

collect cartons, and emptied 
on a weekly basis. All 
cartons are then sorted and 
bulked within the UK. For 
more info, visit:

Beginning this summer, the 
Council will trial five carton 
recycling banks at popular 
locations such as 
supermarkets for a 1 2 
month period, so keep an 
eye out for further details of 
a carton recycling bank near 
you.

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Ever thought about fostering? 
It can be hard sometimes, 
frustrating and exhausting. 
But it can also be an 
incredibly fulfilling 
experience, by Karyn 
Michael. 

In Hackney there are 
currently around 450 'looked 
after children', but fewer than 
1 80 carers. These children 
come from diverse 
backgrounds and are in care 
for a variety of reasons. 

Their birth parents may be 
seriously ill, have special 
needs, or problems with 
addiction, also the children 
may have experienced 
mistreatment. 

Fostering gives a child a 
loving, stable home, while 
they are temporarily unable to 
live with their own families, 
but wish to maintain contact 
with them. 

Fostering is a partnership 
between families, foster 
parents and children's 
services. 


There are a number of 
different types of fostering 
arrangements in Hackney: 
short-term; long-term; caring 
for disabled children; mother 
and baby fostering; family and 
friends or kinship fostering; 
and private fostering. 

There are also specialist 
schemes such as Hackney 
LIFe - Local Intensive Foster 
Care Programme - which 
seeks foster carers for 1 0 to 
1 6-year-olds who have shown 
complex and challenging 
behaviours. It is a six-month 
programme based on social 
learning theory. 

The Council's Adoption and 
Fostering Unit recruit people 
from all backgrounds. 
Although right now, it is 
particularly looking for carers 
from the Turkish, African and 
Caribbean communities, in 
order to reflect the diversity of 
children in care in Hackney. 
Here Hackney Today talks to 
three women that have 
already taken up the fostering 
challenge: 




Case study: Adeline Akande 



Adeline, 66, took up 
fostering two years after the 
death of her husband. 

Her first foster child was a 
challenging 1 1 -year-old girl. 
Adeline said: "When she 
first came to live with me, 
she didn't take to being 
given rules and boundaries, 
as she was used to doing 
her own thing because her 
mother was very ill. 

"But you have to think 
about where that child is 
coming from and after a few 
weeks, we really developed 
an understanding and our 
relationship grew." 


Adeline's second foster 
child has been living with 
her since July 2006. She 
came from a family within 
which she had been 
mistreated. 

She said: "When my second 
foster child first came to me 
she was very quiet and 
reserved as she had little 
trust in adults. She spent a 
lot of time in her room on 
her own, even though there 
would always be lots of 
people in my house. 

"One day I said to her 'as 
long as you are living here, 
you are part of the family. 


Whatever my grandchildren 
can do, you can do as well. 
You don't have to be on 
your own'. 

"After that she started to sit 
with me to talk or watch TV 
and now she is like another 
grandchild to me." 

Adeline recommends 
fostering to anyone. "When 
you see the faces of the 
children and you know that 
they are aching, you just 
want to cuddle them and 
make them happy. If you 
can make a child smile then 
that is your reward and a 
joy," she said.

Barbara Bullock has been 
fostering for seven years and 
never looked back. 

Her current child is 1 8- 
month-old Aaliah, who has 
been with Barbara since she 
was just 10 days old. 
Barbara, 56, said: "When 
my grandchildren went to 
school I was looking for 
something to do and 
someone recommended 
fostering". 

She feels finding out about 
the children's lives is one of 
the most interesting aspects 


of the job. Barbara said: 
"One boy I looked after had 
behavioural problems, so I 
had to learn how to deal 
with him. 

"You also get to learn about 
someone's cultural 
background if they are from 
a different country. It's so 
interesting, it's like going 
back to school in a way and 
it all helps you understand 
the child more." 

Because many of the 
children that come to 
Barbara are so young, she 


makes sure she records their 
time in her care. 

She said: "I write a diary 
every day for each of my 
foster children. I write down 
what we did each day, if 
they went to hospital, if they 
visited their parents, or if we 
went to the park. Just little 
things. The idea is that when 
they read it and look back to 
that part of their lives, they 
know that while they were 
with me they were very 
much loved and part of my 
family."

Having three children of 
her own didn't stop Claire 
from being a successful 
foster parent. 

The mum of 1 1 -year-old 
twins and a teenage son, 
says it was her own 
experiences of demanding 
family life that has 
equipped her for fostering. 
Claire, 49, said: "A lot of 
the children that come to 
me are from families where 
the parents just couldn't 
cope, maybe because they 
are ill or have special 
needs, so it's not their fault. 
"I can empathise because 
at one stage I had three 
children all aged under 
three - so I know how hard 
to can be." 

Over the years, Claire has 
looked after children on a 
long-term and short-term 
basis, and accommodated 
those who needed urgent 


temporary foster care. 

She has managed to divide 
her time well between the 
needs of her own kids and 
her foster children. 

Claire said: "I tend to look 
after younger children, 
because it means I get to 
spend the day with them, 
take them to the park and 
give them the attention 
they need. When they go 
to bed, I spend time with 
my children so everyone 
gets their own special time 
with me." 

Claire now runs advice 
and preparation groups for 
new foster carers and is a 
mentor. 

She added: "I can't 
imagine not fostering. I 
want to do it until I'm too 
old to. It's not hunky dory 
all of the time, but is 
rewarding and really good 
fun as well."

carer, following a thorough 
vetting process, people have 
access to a network, which 
provides training and 
ongoing support. 

The Council offers: pre- 
approval and post approval 
training with the opportunity 
to obtain an NVQ in 
Children and Young People; a 
link worker for each carer; 


finances and equipment 
needed to support the child 
and a professional fee. 
Cabinet member for Children 
and Young People's Services, 
Cllr Rita Krishna, said: "Foster 
carers are extremely 
important people in the lives 
of children who come into 
our care, to encourage 
children to believe in 
themselves and make the 
most of their lives. If you even 
think that you could do it, do 
find out more."

Greener means cheaper 


Driving cars that emit less 
C02 (carbon dioxide, the 
greenhouse gas harmful to 
the environment) is a 
significant step towards 
helping reduce air pollution. 

That's why the Council is 
introducing a policy to 
reward motorists who drive 
cars with smaller engines and 
penalise gas-guzzlers. 

Environmentally friendly 
cars will be eligible for a 50 
per cent discounted parking 
permit. 

Business permits will also 
be priced according to 
engine size, and owners can 
purchase business vouchers 


which let them park 
anywhere in Hackney.

Motorbikes and mopeds 
can park for free in residents, 
pay and display, and shared 
user bays.

Different fines for different offences 


Every council in London 
will introduce a new 
penalty system for 
parking offences from 1 
July. 

Contraventions will be 
split into two categories, 
in line with Government 
guidelines, so that people 
are treated differently 
depending on the 
seriousness of the 
offence. 

The Penalty Charge 
Notice (PCN) issued by 



traffic wardens will no 
longer have a flat fee of 
£1 00. Instead more 


serious parking 
contraventions will result 
in a higher fine of £1 20 
(£60 if paid within 1 4 
days). Less serious ones 
will carry a lower fine of 
£80 (or £40 if paid within 
14 days). 

Establishing if the 
contravention is serious 
or not, will not be down 
to the discretion of traffic 
wardens, they will have to 
follow strict Government 
guidelines. 


Less clamping 

Hackney is proposing to 
change its clamping policy. 

Under new regulations, 
only vehicles in exceptional 
circumstances will be 
clamped. 

For example, cars parked 
in permitted spaces will not 
be clamped. However those 
parked on double yellow 
lines, which cause 
obstructions or hazard to 
road users may still be, if 
they are in contravention of 
the restrictions. 


Other examples of when 
clamping may take place 
are: 

• Parking in a restricted 
street during set hours on 
single and double lines 

• Persistent evaders of 
parking fines 

• Parking in a disabled bay 
without a valid Blue or 
Companion Badge 

• Parking using a Blue Badge 
illegally 



How are disabled people affected by the changes? 



The Companion Badge, which was introduced to stop the theft of disabled drivers Blue 
Badges, will be free from 1 July. 

The Companion Badge has the registration number of the Blue Badge owner's vehicle on 
it, so it cannot be used in any other car. 

So far it has proved very effective in 
counteracting Blue Badge fraud 
and theft. 

There will also be 
stricter penalties for 
vehicles without Blue 
Badges, which park in 
disabled bays.

A fiesh start in a new home 
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What the Victorians 


photographed for us 


Alfred Braddock was a keen 
photographer of Hackney 
scenes for over 30 years. He 
is first mentioned in local 
directories in 1 884, as a 
stationer based at 6 High 
Road, Lower Clapton. 

By 1 890, he was trading as 
a photographer from 1 53 
Clarence Road, moving 
shortly afterwards to 
Hornsey. However, 

Braddock and his son 
continued to capture 
Hackney on camera. 

Many of these 
photographs reflect the way 
Victorian development 
replaced older houses with 
new streets and terraces. 

Apart from a few views of 
Stoke Newington, Braddock 
confined his work to Mare 
Street, Clapton, the Hackney 
part of the Lea and Stamford 
Hill. 

Braddock often produced 
multiple copies of prints, 


sometimes mounted on 
cards, which were sold 
locally in a form that was a 
precursor to the modern day 
postcard. 

No work survives after 
1 907, and it is assumed that 
the family ceased to trade at 
around this time. 

Hackney Archives has a 
large collection of Braddock 
negatives, as well as a variety 
of prints that have been 
donated over the years. 

These can be viewed on 
the photograph database in 
the public searchroom. 

Prints and digital copies of 
images can also be 
purchased.

Meynell Road closure 

Following consultation with residents 
and an 1 8 month trial closure, Meynell 
Road, Homerton, will be shut to traffic 
permanently. 

The experiment, which started in 
November 2005, was designed to 
reduce the environmental impact of 
motorists using streets to the south of 
Cassland Road as short cuts. 

A before and after survey found that 
closing the road led to a general 
reduction in traffic flows in the area. 
Resident's views were positive and 
influenced the decision to make the 
closure permanent. 

The review has led to further 
proposals for road changes in the area 
and residents will have a chance to 
have their say later this year.

Health advice

Many adults and children suffer from allergy symptoms 
that prevent them from doing things that most people 
take for granted. At Homerton we have developed a 
comprehensive allergy service. 

At this time of year, we get many enquiries about 
hayfever because pollens are released into the air causing 
irritating, and in some cases debilitating, nose, eye and 
breathing problems. 

Many people who suffer from hayfever have tried a 
number of treatments with limited success, and think 
there is nothing that can be done for them. 

There is hope however, as ways of taking standard 
treatments are often misunderstood and can be improved 
with a little advice. 

There are also some newer specialised treatments 
available at Homerton. Often, treating hayfever properly, 
leads to improvement in other conditions like asthma. 

Unfortunately, allergy is here to stay and looks to be an 
increasing problem. If you want more information on an

People have not stopped talking about it. 

Q: What was the highlight of your year? 

I led the Civic Service at St Mary's Church at the 
end of November. Hackney had not had a civic service 
to celebrate the borough for 36 years and I was so 
proud. 

We had ambassadors and high commissioners, 
representatives from partners including the police and 
ambulance service, a wide range of community and 
faith leaders, and many residents. There were about 
600 guests in total. It was a wonderful event, which 
brought together people from different faiths, 
communities and political affiliations. 

Leading the citizenship ceremonies has also been 
hugely important to me. They happen three times a 
week and are extremely special occasions to everyone 
taking part. They have gone through a lot to become 
citizens and this is the final step. 


Q: What have you learnt during your year as the 
Speaker? 

I've lived in Hackney for 1 5 years, but in the past 
1 2 months, I've come to appreciate just how warm 
the people of Hackney are. 

I've learnt so much about the 
wealth of cultures and religions we 
have in the borough. 

I've enjoyed attending events and 
meeting people at venues ranging 
from churches, mosques and 
synagogues, to care centres, 
hospitals, community 
centres and schools. 

TheTet New Year 
celebrations 
which I was 
invited to take 
part in at the VLC 
Community 
Centre (an 
organisation for refugees from 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia) 
in February were so 
enjoyable and just one of 
many events where I 
was made to feel so 
welcome. 

Q: Tell us more 
about your work 
with schools? 

I've visited 
more than 35 
schools to talk 
to the children 
about the role 
of the 
Speaker 
and what 
the 

Council 
does. 


I relate it to their school councils to make it easier 
for them to understand. I also bring a lot of them to 
the Council Chambers at Hackney Town Hall, which 
they find fascinating. This is important because they 
can see the place where decisions are made and 
understand how these decisions affect their lives. 

Q: How did you feel about being elected Speaker? 

I was delighted and proud. I live in Hackney and 
my children go to school here. I wanted to give 
something back to the community. I've tried to serve 
the people of our borough in a dignified manner. 

What I love about Hackney is the fact that people 
are so passionate about the place - we're all 
Hackney residents and we're proud of where we live. 
Q: What charities have you raised money for? 

I chose to raise money for two charities - Age 
Concern Hackney and St Joseph's Hospice. 

I chose Age Concern Hackney for two reasons: in 
memory of my grandmother who looked after me 
when I was growing up in Nigeria, and because they 
provide incredible service for the elderly in our 
community. 

St Joseph's Hospice has been in Hackney for 1 02 
years and I wanted to support the marvellous work it 
does for terminally ill people and their families. 

Q: Tell us a bit more about yourself? 

I was born in Nigeria, where I had my early 
education, which I continued in Britain. I have 
served as a Councillor for Haggerston ward since 
2002 and was Deputy Speaker in 2005-06. I am a 
devout Christian and have been married to 
Gbolahan, a maths and science teacher, for 15 
years. We have three wonderful children - Joshua, 

1 4, Princess, 1 1 , and nine-year-old Abisola. Being a 
mum is my most important job. 

Q: What do you enjoy doing in your spare time? 

Spending time with my family is very important 
to me. We enjoy travelling abroad to other 
countries. 

We also like playing in the park, swimming at 
London Fields Lido and going to the library. 

I love to pamper myself and I try to go for a sauna 
and steam twice a week as a treat after I've been to 
the gym. 

Q: What will you do next? 

After meeting so many people, I've been inspired 
to learn another language so I plan to visit Hackney 
Community College soon. 

Before I took on the role of the Speaker, I worked 
as a human resources (HR) professional at 
Southwark Council, for 1 5 years. I took a year of 
unpaid leave because I was so passionate about 
serving the people of Hackney. I've got a few ideas 
about what I'll do next, but my lips are sealed at the 
moment. 

Q: And finally? 

I'd like to thank Hackney's residents for making 
my year as the Speaker so memorable. I would also 
like to thank everyone in the Council for their 
support, in particular the Deputy Speaker, Cllr 
Faizullah Khan. 

And my husband Gbolahan, who has been my 
consort for the past two years, has been brilliant. He 
is always there, encouraging and supporting me. I 
couldn't have fulfiled this role in the way I have 
without him. 


The Speaker is elected every year by fellow councillors 
at an Annual General meeting. For a year the post-holder 
gets to wear the traditional red robe and borough 
ceremonial chain. 

They perform a civic and ceremonial role, which was 
undertaken by the Mayor until 2002, representing 
Hackney at functions in and around the borough, chairing 
full Council meetings, presiding over Citizenship 
Ceremonies and raising money for charity. 

The position of Hackney's Mayor is now an executive 
one, incorporating the political role of Leader of the 
Council, and is directly elected by the residents.

Cycle safety 

TWO new road traffic 
schemes have been introduced 
to help work towards making 
Hackney one of the best 
places for cycling in London. 
Priorities at crossroads 
between Mentmore Terrace 
and Lamb Lane in London 
Fields, E8, have been reversed 
to give preference to cyclists 
and slow down motorists using 
the terrace as a rat run. 

In a second scheme, the 
junction between Seven Sisters 
Road and Am hurst Park now 
has a segregated lane to help 
cyclists, heading towards 
Manor House, get safely 
across into the westbound bus 
and bike lane. 

Last year, Hackney was 
crowned the best bike 
borough at the London 
Transport Awards. 


Night owl 

ANOTHER new night bus is 
set to be introduced to service 
the Shoreditch evening 
economy. 

The 205 now operates as a 24- 
hour service. It has also been 
extended eastwards from 
Whitechapel to Mile End tube 
station, at increased 
frequencies of eight buses per 
hour, Mon-Sat daytimes. 

This is the 23rd new night bus 
to be introduced in Hackney. 


Future plans 

A NEW bus route between 
Clapton and Stratford is 
planned for early next year. 

The proposed 425 would take 
in Homerton Hospital, 
Lauriston Road, E9, and Mile 
End station. 

Further details, including any 
necessary public 
consultations, will be 
published as they become 
available. 


No through way 

Forest Road in E8 will be 
closed for 12 months while 
work on the East London Line 
extension (ELLX) and Dalston 
Junction Interchange is carried 
out. The road will be shut to 
through traffic between 
Kingsland Road and Roseberry 
Place for a year from Monday, 
21 May. 


All change 

Construction work on the 
Olympic site will mean the 
permanent closure of 
Carpenters Road, El 5, from 
early July. 

This will affect the 276 bus 
route which will be diverted 
non-stop, via the A1 2, in the 
short-term. 

Then from early next year, it is 
proposed to re-route the 276, 
via Bow Road and Fairfield 
Road, E3, and increase the 
frequency to six buses per hour 
on weekdays daytimes and 
four buses per hour on Sunday 
early evenings. 


Y oungsters learnt 
valuable lessons 
about safety when 
they attended some fun 
role-playing events at a 
Hackney school. 

Over 650 children took 
part in the Hackney 
Transport Citizenship 
Scheme (HTCS) at St 
Scholastica's RC Primary 
School in Clapton. 

Ten to 1 1 -year-olds, from 
20 schools across the 
borough, took part in the 
Transport for London (TfL) 
organised sessions. 

The scheme aims to 
promote safe and 
responsible behaviour while 
using public transport. 

It covers the benefits of 
free bus travel for the under 
1 6s; making good use of the 
London Underground; 


developing road and 
personal safety awareness; 
river services and staying 
safe around water. 

During the hour long 
sessions, children were 
asked to role-play various 
situations involving 
travelling by bus, 
underground, road and river. 

The children were also 
encouraged to travel to and 
from the venue by public 
transport in order to 
reinforce the messages of the 
scheme. They were given 
information about tickets 
and journey planning, and 
advised about emergency 
procedures, getting help and 
showing respect for people, 
property and the 
environment. 

The scheme is supported 
by Hackney Council's Road 


Safety Team, the Learning 
Trust, Met Police, London 
Transport Museum and the 
Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution (RNLI). 

Sgt Ralph Lawton, from 
Hackney's Safer Schools 
Partnership, said: "We were 
particularly pleased to see so 
many different agencies 
working together to make 
journeys for children in 
Hackney safer. 

"Hackney has the highest 
rate of non-car journeys in 
London, so it is particularly 
important to teach young 
people how to be safe and 
responsible on public 
transport." 

The scheme is delivered 
across the capital by London 
Transport Museum's 
Learning Department. 

Julia Fielding, museum 
Head of Learning, added: 
"Independent evaluation has 
shown the initiative has a 
clear impact on children's 
attitudes to safety, 
citizenship and public 
transport. By drawing 
attention to potential 
dangers, the children gained 
a heightened awareness of 
the consequences of 
personal behaviour." 

The scheme ran from 26 to 
30 March. A second series of 
sessions are planned for later 
in the year.

AWARD-WINNING social 
enterprise Hackney 
Community Transport 
launched another new bus 
service last month. 

The 81 2 is designed to 
link Shoreditch with 
amenities in Islington and 
Clerkenwell such as 
shopping centres and 
leisure facilities. 

The bus offers residents in 
the south of the borough, 
transport to and from 
Chapel Market, Sainsbury's 
and the N1 centre in Angel, 
as well as Exmouth Market, 
Finsbury Leisure Centre, 
Ironmonger Row swimming 
baths and Moorfields Eye 
Hospital in Clerkenwell. 

The 812 has been 
designed to serve smaller 
roads and estates, with 
accessible buses for 


wheelchair users and 
friendly drivers who will 
give assistance when 
required. 

The route operates on a 
'Hail and Ride' basis, 
provided it is safe for the 
driver to stop and pick you 
up. The bus runs from 
Bridport Place, N1, every 
30 minutes, on weekdays, 
between 9.30am - 4.30pm.
